CHICAGO, Feb. 7 (AP)—A Re- 
publican ward official, described 
as a vigorous foe of the so-called 
hoodlum element seeking domina- 
tion of some of the city's wards, 
was killed in gangland style last 
night.

Police found 
seven 12-gauge shotgun shells on 
the pavement near his body.

INSPECTIONS FAIL 
TO FIND SOURCE OF 
GASOLINE ODORS 


The police arson squad inspect- 
ed business establishments and 
firemen flushed out all the sew- 
ers they could find in the Kings- 
highway-Maple avenue area today 
following reports of strong odors 
of gasoline last night in  base- 
ments in the neighborhood. But 
nobody found any gasoline. 

Fire Marshal Walter Bergman, 
after long hours of fruitless 
searching, suggested some other 
fluid, such as cleaning fluid, could 
have caused the odors. He point- 
ed out that as little as a gallon, 
dumped into the sewer system, 
could cause a noticeable odor 
through a neighborhood. 

A filling station at 1211 North 
Kingshighway, where 41 gallons 
of gasoline were said to have dis- 
appeared from underground stor- 
age tanks in eight hours, was 
doubly absolved of connection 
with the mysterious odors.

Queen’s Husband Has No

Philip, as the British prince 
consort, occupies a position which 
gives him no legal authority. He 
has before him, however, the ex- 
ample of Victoria's German-born 
consort, Prince Albert of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, who through 
strength of character and dili- 
gence came to exert a great in- 
fluence on his adopted land. 

Victoria, whose reign extended 
from 1837 until her death in 1901, 
ruled the Empire at a time when 
the Sovereign still initiated pol- 
icy. The conscientious and self- 
sacrificing Albert assisted her in 
carrying out her responsibilities. 
He was much criticized, in fact, 
for having an undue influence in 
councils. 

The duties of the husband of 
the Queen have never been laid 
down, but Prince Albert said that 
he considered his task was to fill 
every gap that a woman would 
leave in the exercise of ruling 
powers, and to watch every part 
of public business so as to be 
able to advise at any moment on 
difficult questions brought before 
the Queen. He also regarded 
himself as. the natural head of 
her family, superintendent of her 
household, sole confidential ad- 
viser, private secretary and per- 
manent minister. 

It was at Prince Albert’s sug- 
gestion that the Great Exposition 
of 1851 was organized, bringing 
manufactured products of for- 
eign countries to the attention of 
British industry. Despite resent- 
ful charges that the exposition 
would overrun England with 
rogues and revolutionaries, the 
project was a great success. 


Admirable Family Man. 


Prince Albert qualified admir- 
ably as a husband and father. 
When he died in 1861, he left 
what the public considered a per- 
fect model of what a British 
Queen’s consort should be. His 
son, King Edward VII, took the 
throne in 1901. However the 
royal house did not continue as 
Saxe-Coburg.

‘Head of Commonwealth’ Used 


First Time in Accession Decree 


LONDON, Feb. 7 (AP)—For the 
first time the phrase “head of the 
commonwealth” was used in a 
proclamation of accession to the 


British throne in the document 
today naming Elizabeth queen. 

It was the first time, too, since 

Victoria became Empress of India 
in 1876 that the words “Emperor 
of India” have been omitted. 
The words “the crown” are used 
now instead of the phrase “im- 
perial crown of Great Britain, Ire- 
land and all other of his late 
Majesty’s dominions.” 
Queen Elizabeth II is termed 
“queen of this realm and of her 
other realms and territories, head 
of the commonwealth, defender of 
the faith,” instead of as formerly’

emperor of India.” 

The proclamation drafted by the 
Lord Privy Council will be read 
tomorrow at St. James’s palace, 
Charing Cross, and from the steps 
of the Royal Exchange in the old 
City of London.

Williams contended that Snyder 
was personally notified about con-

BUREAU WARNS OF DANGER 
- OF EXPLOSIONS IN HOSPITALS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (UP)— 
The Bureau of Mines reported 


last night that many of the na- 
tion’s hospital operating rooms 
contain:a deadly combination of 
explosive gases and equipment 
| which easily could cause a blast 
through generation of electricity. 


Even the shoes and clothing 
which some operating room at- 
tendants wear, can increase the 
danger, the bureau said. It add- 
ed that “major changes are need- 
ed in most hospitals” to reduce 
the hazard of anesthetic explo- 
sions. Few hospitals have ap- 
plied adequate measures against 
such explosions, the report said 
'in making specific recommenda- 
tions. 

Conductive floors should be 
used in all operating and deliv- 
ery rooms, to ground the static 
electricity, the report says. Non- 
conductive casters, tires and stool- 
leg tips—usually made of rubber 
to reduce noise — should be re- 
placed with conductive materials, 
it adds, explaining that hospital 
equipment built up charges of

Battle Between Civilians and the Military 
for Control of Economy, Buyers for 
Services Go Over Lovett’s Head.

- On the outcome depends the 
question whether the nation will 
go dangerously into the red. 


The present tug of war in the 
Pentagon isn’t so dramatic as dur- 
ing World war II. Not much of 
it has even leaked to the public, 
but the basic conflict is there just 
the same, and it is one reason 
why the military are duplicating 
orders, contracts and supplies be- 
tween the Army, Navy and Air 
Force in a manner costing the 
taxpayers billions of unnecessary 
dollars. 

In World War II, leader of the 
military clique was Gen. B. B. 
Sommervell. His opposite num- 
ber on the other side was Donald 
Nelson, chairman of the War Pro- 
duction Board. The issue then 
was whether the military were to 
dominate the entire industrial 
system, control our factories, de- 
cide how much goods the nation 
could have. 

Today it is mild-mannered, 
hard-working Secretary of De- 
fense Lovett, supposed to be boss 
of the military, who now finds 
himself their quiet target. Lined 
up alongside him is Jack Small, 
efficient chairman of the Muni- 
tions Board.

OVER LOVETT’S HEAD — 
There is no personal sniping on 
the part of the military—just a 
quiet, all-too-gentle campaign to 
remove the controls which the 
Secretary of Defense, under the 
Constitution, is supposed to exer- 
cise. Gen. Bradley and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are not part of 
this campaign. It is being led by 
the procurement arm of the mili- 
tary, which is*that part of the 
armed services which spends two- 
thirds of our national budget. At 
present, they have adopted the 
subtle tactic of going over Lov- 
ett’s head to the Director of the 
Budget. 

In brief, the military men want 
to report on what they have done 
after they have done it, thus free- 
ing themselves from the direction 
of Lovett, of Deputy Secretary 
of Defense William C. Foster, of 
the Munitions Board, and Re- 
search and Development. 

Meanwhile the military are 
overordering with almost no re- 
gard for the American domestic 
economy. 

For instance, they have called 
for more nickel than the world’s 
entire supply. And despite the 
demands for aluminum, the Air 
Force recently released 15,000,000 
pounds it couldn’t use. Despite

Wandering Populace. 

More than half the population 
are wandering Bedouins who roam 
from oasis to oasis with small 
flocks of sheep and barely man- 
age to stay alive. The others cling 
to a few cities which have fair 
water supplies, grain trading and 
small factories. The Arabians’ per 
capita annual income is only $41. 


In another sense Saudi Arabia 


is wealthy. For, beneath its bar- | 


ren, sun-seared plains, there are 
some of the largest oil reserves 
,in the world. 

The big Arabian-American Oil 
Co. extracts about 900,000 barrels 
a day from its 440,000-square-mile 
concession, the largest in the 
world. It splits the proceeds 50-50 
with King Ibn Saud. 


The. 77-year-old monarch, a 
strong voice in Arab world policy 
and a friend of the United States, 
receives about $120,000,000 annu- 
ally in oil royalties. He receivés 
another $30,000,000 from pilgrim- 
age and other taxes. 

This income, impressive for a 
country in the Near East, is con- 
sidered enough to finance an am- 
bitious program to improve the 
nation’s economy and raise the 
living standards of its people. 


Money Mismanaged. 


But, as the Arabians themselves 
admit, this money has been mis- 


managed, Although the King has 
financed some worthwhile proj- 
ects, much of the money has been 
wasted or absorbed by members 


of the upper class in and out of 
the government. 


At the King’s request, Ameri- 
can Point IV experts have been 
drafting a plan to overhaul the 
entire financial machinery of the 
government to eliminate both 
waste and graft and to see that 
the money is used to best 
possible advantage. 


The United States also is ad- 
vising the government on how to 
improve water supplies. Later, it 
intends to send agricultural and 
health missions. 

The $211,000,000 Point IV pro- 
gram is designed to help lift liv- 
ing standards in the world’s un- 
derdeveloped countries on the 
theory that this is the best way 
to counter Communism. 

For fiscal 1950-51, $91,000 was 
earmarked for Saudi Arabia. An- 
other $415,000 was allocated for 
1951-52 and $1,116,000 is planned 
for 1952-53. 


Reasons for Aid. 

Saudi Arabia is unusual in 
that it has the means to finance 
its own program. Some of the 
reasons for United States assist- 
ance, officials said, include:

FIVE BILLION SPENT LAST YEAR 
BY VA, BILLION BELOW 1950 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
The Government spent nearly $5,- 
300,000,000 during the 1951 fiscal 
year on programs for the nation’s 
18,813,000 war veterans. 

This was announced by Veter- 
ans Administrator Carl Gray in 
his annual report released yes- 
terday. 

Gray noted that the cost of the 
programs decreased from more 


than $6,600,000,000 spent in the 
1950 fiscal year, which ended 
June 30, 1951. A large share of 
the drop can be traced to a taper- 
ing off of G.I. education and 
training benefits.

Warning to Labor? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It seems to me that you never quite 
bring off your point of disagreement 
with Mr. Fairless. Even if, as you sug- 
gest, a moderate wage increase within 
sound stabilization standards is granted 
steel workers without an equivalent 
steel price increase, are not steel “prof- 
its” reduced by that much and, there- 
fore, the Government’s tax take? 


Mr Fairless’ figures, of course, are 
presently based on current steel union 
demands. But reduce those “demands” 
and, with them, Mr. Fairless’ figures, 
to “moderate” levels, and his reasoning 
still holds. The Government pays most 
of the bill! 

I see the big question now as being: 
How much of a tax loss is the Govern- 
ment willing to take, or how much can 
it stand, before it feels compelled either 
to ditch its price stabilization policy or 
break clean with labor? 

I see in Mr. Fairless’ statement a 
warning to labor, implicit but neverthe- 
less inescapable, that the time is near 
when the affinity of interests between 
Government and industry is greater, 
because of taxes, than the affinity of 
interests between Government and la- 
bor based on votes. 

When that situation can definitely 
be said to have come about, let labor 
beware! 

It may then yearn for the “good old 
days” of the Taft-Hariley Act!

that depreciation along with other ex- 
penses of operation and maintenance. 
That depreciation or replacement ex- 
pense is a tangible one. If you don’t 
think it a legitimate deduction, you 
might in mock seriousness suggest to 
your accounting and auditing depart- 
ment that taking such depreciation al- 
lowance is tax dodging. Back off quick- 
ly, for the reaction will be terrific. 

Similarly, all the care known to man 
will not keep machinery from wearing 
out, a cow from getting too old, or an 
oi] well from pumping dry. That de- 
preciation, depletion or replacement 
cost is very real. The income tax law 
has fairly and properly made allowance 
for that fact. 

Those principles are equally applica- 
ble to any farmer, business man, royal- 
ty owner or oil industry. Otherwise, 
they would be at an impossible disad- 
vantage over those who have no invest- 
ment in machinery, livestock, farm land, 
buildings and oil drilling and process- 
ing equipment, and no inevitable de- 
preciation, depletion, replacement costs, 
and even complete losses.

Unity Comes Hard 

The French and the Germans are beginning to 
glare at each other across the Rhine with some- 
thing too much like their old hostility. In France 
there is a widespread impression that Bonn is 
doing all it can to restore German military su- 
premacy on the continent. To check this, Paris 
appointed an ambassador to the Saar. 

This was at once resented by the Adenauer 
Government as notice that France means to 
keep this important industrial region separated 
from Germany politically as well as economical- 
ly. To the Germans, it seems a poor return for 
acceptance of the Schuman Plan and participa- 
tion in Gen. Eisenhower's army. 

Paris, however, is by no means as eager as 
Washington to have Germans in that army. At 
Bonn Ambassador Francois-Poncet has been try- 
ing to learn the price of German participation; 
and he has feund at least the down payment: 

1. A favorable Saar settlement. 

2. German membership in NATO. 

3. A further lifting of occupation controls. 

A strong France might or might not accept 
.such a bargain for the defense of the West. A 
weak France is afraid of it. Economic conditions 
have already forced a cut-back in the French 
military program to the point at which there 
are to be only 10 French divisions in the Eisen- 
hower army as against 12 German divisions. And 
that difference could grow greater if the French 
economic trend is not changed for the better. 

The British Foreign’ Office is said to be 
alarmed to the extent that it is ready to back 
the French against the Germans; and there are 
those in the United States who argue with very 
good logic that this country must see to it that 
French military strength is kept superior to that 
of Germany. France is the keystone of the conti- 
nent and an old friend, they say. It must be 
upheld. 

The trouble is that the weaker France is, the 
more those German divisions are needed. After 
all the European army cannot be built merely 
in terms of the relative strength of France and 
Germany. It must be built in terms of strength 
of the Red army which it must offset. Very few 
Americans would look with any favor on Ger- 
man remilitarization if it could be avoided. But 
if the tension between East and West demands 
a military approach, then there is much less 
choice. 

No doubt Gen. Eisenhower had this in mind 
when he called for a West European constitu- 
tional convention. If Germany and France, along 
with Italy and the Benelux countries, were to 
merge their rivalries in a single sovereignty, 
then issues like the one raised over the Saar 
would be swallowed up in the new unity. 

Events are showing, however, that ancient 
nations move only slowly toward federalism. The 
Council of European Foreign Ministers has pro- 
posed that a continental parliament take office 
in 1955. But that is still only a proposal, and in 
the meantime governments still approach prob- 
lems from the viewpoint of national interest. 


Thus, for its immediate effects on the Eisen- 
hower army and the forthcoming Lisbon NATO 
meeting, the latest French-German dispute can 
hardly be regarded in any but nationalistic 
terms. In a perverse way, this may help to drive 
home the lesson that so long as Europe is a 
system of divided sovereignties, of individualis- 
tic economies, tariffs, import and export quotas, 
not to mention national military organizations, 
its plight is desperate. 

Like the Schuman plan, the European army is 
an effort to rise to a higher level. For national- 
istic minds it is indeed difficult of attainment. 
Yet it would seem that the Kremlin’s threat is 
stimulant enough for the effort. , 
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Eyes on Congressman Bakewell 

It is the fortune of Congressman Bakewell 
of St. Louis to be assigned to the most important 
special committee of the House in the present 
session. ‘This is the Judiciary subcommittee 
which is charged with investigating Attorney 
General McGrath’s conduct in office and his 
loose management of the Department of Justice. 

Aside from the work of Senator Williams of 
Delaware and Representative King of California 
in the last session, precious iittle has been done 
in Congress to clean up the loan, tax and influ- 
ence scandals. The Democratic tendency has 
been to minimize and cover-up so far as pos- 
sible. The Republican tactics have been to cap- 
italize on sensational disclosures but to do little 
that would punish the offenders and so remove 
corruption as an election-year issue. 

What is needed are investigators who will 
dig and then expose fearlessly as Democrat 
Thomas J. Walsh and Republican George W. 
Norris did just a quarter century ago. Mr. 
Bakewell is on the committee which should do 
just such a thorough, non-partisan job. His 
constituents in particular will be watching to 
see how well he performs. 
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University TV, More Pro Than Con 


It seemed to us that Dr. George D. Stoddard, 
President of the University of Illinois, had 
much the better of it in his exchange of letters 
with the Illinois Broadcasters Association, re- 
printed in yesterday's Mirror of Public Opinion, 

Oliver J. Keller, Vice President of the asso- 
ciation, raised several objections to the univer- 
sity’s operating its own television station. 

1. He said the university should not compete 
with private enterprise. Does Mr. Keller mean 
that public schools should not compete with 
private schools, as well as with private broad- 
casters? Assuredly not. 

2. Since a University of Illinois TV station 
could not reach everybody in Illinois, Mr. Keller 
believes it should not try to reach anybody. This 
is more rather bulky doctrine to swallow. No 
phase of the University of Illinois’ activity, or 
of any other state-supported school, reaches 
everyone in the state. Should the university 
close its doors because it is discriminating 
against Illinois high school graduates who for 
one reason or another cannot attend it? 


3. The University of Illinois should buy time 


on commercial stations for its programs instead 
of telecasting them on its own station, Mr. 
Keller says. Why not do ‘both, as President 
Stoddard says? That might reach even more 
people than the commercial stations do, and Mr. 
Keller is all in favor of reaching everybody. 
The association official made still other objec- 
tions, but these seemed the most nearly perti- 
nent. His positive proposal, that the university 
buy time from the members of his association, 
is somewhat weakened by an interior contra- 
diction. Mr. Keller himself says that the time 
on the few commercial TV stations now operat- 
ing is taken up by commercial programs, and 
that the public reacts when popular commercial 
programs are taken off. How then does he pro- 
pose to make time available for university pro- 
grams on [ilinois commercial stations? 
President Stoddard’s sense of responsibility 
for using TV, and the brightness of his ideas 
about how to do it, as expressed in his letter to

By 
way of a cure, the-Army might look around for 
the specifications of a good sense of humor. 
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The Pause That Pays Dividends 


Rest periods during the work day, for a sip 
of something and a spot of conversation, are 
not the soldiering they have often been pic- 
tured. This conclusion is suggested by a survey 
of 1160 companies in 45 states, made by an or- 
ganization called Fact Finders Associates. Thirty- 
two per cent said the “beverage break” reduced 
turnover of employes, 62 per cent said it made 
their workers more productive, 75 per cent said 
it created better morale, and 82 per cent said it 
reduced fatigue among their workers. 

Indicative of how much these managements 
are sold on the “beverage break” as sound prac- 
tice is the fact that only 22 per cent reported 
it was required by union contracts—78 per cent 
had instituted it on their own initiative. 

In a world in which, as has been well re- 
marked, so much of what is pleasant is either 
sinful or fattening, we are glad to note an item 
of enjoyable business that is good business also. 
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Risking the Unpredictable 

President Truman has such a reputation as a 
political virtuoso that it is rather surprising to 
find him meekly taking a New Hampshire lesson 
from National Chairman Frank McKinney. 

It is almost as if Artur Rubenstein strode on 
the stage, plunged into a sonata, and then, at a 
hiss from the audience, started over. 

Mr. Truman was going to play it coy in New 
Hampshire by withdrawing his name from the 
presidential primary. Mr. McKinney convinced 
him this would not do. If Estes Kefauver 
walked off with an uncontested preferential 
vote there might be some doubt about the 
Truman-pledged delegates being able to attend 
the convention in that aspect. So Mr. Truman 
withdrew the withdrawal, and now it looks as 
if his name will be on the eyewash ballot in 
several states. 

Basically, no doubt, the situation has not 
changed. Mr. Truman remains in the position 
of being able to say either Yes or No at a later 
date. He remains in the position of desiring, 
and laying his lines to fulfill the desire, to 
control the convention in any event. He would 
have preferred to have favorite sons or local 
party leaders retain control of against any such 
contenders as Senator Kefauver. The fact that 
he is now compelled to do some holding in his 
own name means only that new tactics are 
necessary to carry out the same strategy. 

But there are risks, calculated or not. What 
if Senator Kefauver should roundly trounce Mr. 
Truman in New Hampshire? Mr. McKinney 
evidently hopes to see that this does not happen. 
But if it did, the full results might be unpre- 
dictable. For as goes New Hampshire perhaps— 
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Death on the Highway 


The Missouri Highway Commission’s traffic 
safety department has published its grim annual 
count of the dead and injured on sstate- 
maintained roads. Reckless and careless drivers, 
the figures show, killed 739 persons and injured 
10,303 last year in this state. 

The death toll was more than 15 per cent 
greater than in 1950, and there was a corre- 
sponding rise in the number of injured. All 
told there were 13,832 accidents. This was a 
record high. Damage was estimated at 
$7,168,395, a sum almost large enough to set up 
the state’s badly meeded four-year medical 
school. 

But the bare statistics give no insight into the 


grief, the suffering, and even the financial hard- - 


ship that visits the homes of those involved. 
The saddest part of it all is that so much of the 
pain could have been avoided. More care and 
less speed would lead to a heartening cut in the 
report for 1952. What will the next report fom 
Missouri be, better—or worse?

Strange, it seems just like yesterday that 
I ran away from home. It was not be- 
cause I lived in poverty or because I was 
living in the slums. I have never been 
ashamed of my childhood surroundings. 
On the contrary, I have been very proud 
of my start, because it has made me un- 
derstand my fellow brothers of misery. 

I ran away from St. Louis, and then I 
ran away from the United States, because 
of that terror of discrimination, that hor- 
rible beast which 
paralyzes one’s very 
soul and body. 
Those in this audi- 
ence who have felt 
discrimination know 
what I am talking 
about, and _ those 
who understand hu- 
man beings under- 
stand *what I am 
talking about, too. 

The hate directed 
against the colored 
people here in St. 
Louis has always 
given me a sad feel- 
ing. I remember the 
horror of the East St. Louis race riot 
when I was a little girl. I was very tiny, 
but the horror of the whole’ thing im- 
pressed me so that here today, at the age 
of 45, I can still see myself standing on 
the west bank of the Missigsippi looking 
over into East St. Louis and watching the

We children stood huddled together in 
bewilderment, not being able to under- 
stand the horrible madness of mob vio- 

Here we were hiding behind the 
skirts of grownups, frightened to death 
with the screams of the Negro families 
running across the bridge with nothing 
but what they had on their backs as their 
worldly belongings. 

To me for years St. Louis represented a 
city of fear, humiliation, misery and ter- 
ror—a city where in the eyes of the white 
man a Negro should know his place and 
had better stay in it. 

I wanted to get far away from those who 
believed in cruelty, so I went to France, a 
land of true freedom, democracy, equality 
and fraternity. There my soul was at ease, 
but after a time I started to wonder why 
it was that in St. Louis, which was at one 
time a French colony, the colored people

Bricker, 55 Others Offer 
Amendment in Dispute 
Over Power to Send 
Troops Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Fifty-six Senators—43 Republi- 
cans and 13 Democrats—today in- 
troduced a proposed constitution- 
al amendment designed “to pre- 
vent treaties and executive agree- 
ments from being used to under- 
mine teh sovereignty of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Senator. Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
chief sponsor of the measure, set 
forth its purpose in those words 


in a Senate speech. 

“The paramount issue of our 
time is whether or not the sov- 
ereignty and the Constitution of 
the United States shall be pre- 
served,” Bricker said. 

He said developments in the 
United Nations underlined a need 
to protect American sovereignty. 
The resolution was tossed into 
a Senate dispute over the Presi- 
dent's power to ‘send troops 
abroad. The issue has sprung up 
in debate on the proposed admis- 
sion of Greece and Turkey to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. There was no oppo- 
sition voiced to admitting them, 
but action was sidetracked by the 
new dispute.

line in China in 1944. 

The strongest documentary and 
other evidence was at once pro- 
duced, to show that Vincent's in- 


fluence on Wallace had in fact 


been profoundly anti-Communist. 
Neither Budenz nor the McCar- 
ran subcommittee could produce 
a jot of solid counter-evidence, 
either to prove Vincent's pro- 
Communist influence on Wallace 
or to show Vincent’s Communist 
party membership. With Vin- 
cent’s appearance before the Mc- 
Carran subcommittee, all the 
testimony is now. in; and the dis- 
proof of Budenz’s first checkable 
statement stands absolutely un- 
impaired.

Vitamin D 
Has Big Role 


In Growth 
By Glen Shepherd, M.D. 


HE only vitamin that all chil- 
dren, except Eskimos, under 
12 years of age need to take 
in extra amounts is vitamin 
D. This is particularly true dur- 
ing the winter when children can't 
spend long hours in the sun and 
make vitamin D in their own 


skins. 

Children need more vitamin D 
than adults because they are 
growing bones. These need cal- 
cium for their manufacture. Cale. 
cium is taken into the body only 
if the body already has enough 
vitamin D. 

x« « * 


UNTIL THEY are 12 years old, 
children are building bones s0 
fast that they often don’t get 
enough of this vitamin from their 
food. Only the Eskimos don’t 
need extra vitamin D because 
they eat fish every day. 

Nutrition experts estimate chil- 
dren need 400 units of vitamin D 
a day. Untreated milk furnishes 
only one fourth to one half of this 
amount. Some dairies add addi- 
tional vitamin D so that it con- 
tains 400 units per quart. 
your child uses such milk, then 
additional amounts of the vitamin 
are not necessary. 

Unless they are milk 
fortified with vitamin D or eating 
herring, mackerel, pink or red 
salmon, sardines, or tuna fish in 
large amounts every day, children 
and expectant mothers cannot get 
enough vitamin D in their food. 

Cod-liver oil, halibut oil, con- 
centrated fish-liver oils, or vios- 
terol in oil are available from the 
drug store at reasonable cost. 
Fish-liver oils contain vitamin A 
in addition to vitamin D. Inval- 
ids, either child or adult, and 
pregnant women also need extra 
vitamin D in the amount of 400 
to 800 units a day.

NO EXCUSE now exists for 
any child to have rickets. Sur- 
veys using X-rays show that some 
bone damage from too little vita- 
min D and calcium occur in one 
fourth to one half the children 
up to 12 years of age. Most of

rades, when they spoke of fo- 
menting civil strife, were unmis- 
takably talking about civil dis- 
obedience in the United States. 


The defense was unable to dis- 
credit my testimony, and in fact 
made little effort to refute what 
I had reported. When I finally 
stepped down from the stand on 
Tuesday after four and one-half 


, days and, 582 pages of testimony ' 


in the transcript, the defense 
moved to throw all of it out of 
court together with the support- 
ing exhibits. But the only

He is specially trained to be 
all things to all men.

Thus the most highly 
skilled—and the most dangerous 
—Communist is often a man of 
charm, wit, social standing, good 
manners, executive ability, bril- 
liance or achievement. Certainly 
he will not carry a dagger in his 
teeth, wear a long black coat, or 
convey the slightest hint of con- 
spiracy. Thus he plans not only 
to escape detection; but he hopes 
that gullible Americans, even 
when faced with cold facts, will 
insist “Why, he couldn’t possibly 
be a Communist—he’s too nice 
(or smart, or handsome) a guy.” 
Therein lies the reason why so 
many inherently loyal citizens, 
evidently unwilling to think evil 
of any man, are misled into sym- 
pathy for Communists as well as 
their fellow travelers and sup- 
posedly worthy causes. 

The fight against the profes- 
sional Communist leader will not 
be won by flag waving or name 
calling. Patriots and would-be 
patriots who go in for bombast 
and two-fisted punching find that 
their smashing blows against 
the Communists too often sail 
through a mist of angry contro- 
versy without landing on a solid 
object. 

It is an underground war, call- 
ing for long, hard, tough in- 
fighting. No one knows that bet- 
ter than the FBI.

ERE is “impugn” as a seven- 
teenth century Englishman 
employed it, precisely as we 
use it today. People refer to im- 
pugning the truth of something 
or impugning one’s sincerity or 
one’s motives, in the sense of 

showing suspicion or distrust. 
The word's implications do not 
stop with distrust. When you 
impugn a person’s arguments, you 


your motives; the word implies 
both insult and injury. 


Brain Game 


ERE is another quiz on states 
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level and- before the bar of public 
opinion, it calls for strenuous and 
continuous intelligence and coun- 
terspy work by Government 
agencies charged with those re- 
sponsibilities. It thkes experts to 
fight experts. If the inexperi- 
enced Red-hunter cannot distin- 
guish between a Communist and 
an innocent liberal or a fake re- 
actionary, then he is also unable 
to distinguish a bona-fide Com- 
munist from a Government coun- 
ter-spy. Every precaution must 
be observed, for example, to pro- 
tect the expert intelligence agent 
in the ranks of the Communists. 

Such measures as the outlaw- 
ing of the Communist party could 
conceivably destroy Government 
intelligence work without seri- 
ously damaging the underground 
party, and thus in the end merely 
serve to strengthen the Com- 
munist hand. 

The loyalty oath is another 
popular device, short of outlawry, 
which does more harm than good 
for the cause of anti-Communism. 
In March, 1948, the State of Mas- 
sachusetts put the teeth of penal- 
ty into its 13-year-old teachers 
loyalty oath law. Publicly, the 
comrades violently attacked the 
law. But in the secrecy of cell 
meetings they laughed about it, 
and gave orders which put Com- 
munist teachers first in line to 
sign up. A few teachers in the 
state refused to sign and could 
not teach. But they were non- 
Communists. The cause of anti- 
Communism lost more than it 
gained. Such oaths give the Com- 
munist party new propaganda 
fuel, but they do not control party 
members or activities. 

What can the average citizen do 
as to his part in the war against 
Communisim? 

The most important single thing 
is to avoid behaving the way a 
Communist says we must behave 
in a capitalist society. If the 
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Communist had his way, he would 
force all non-Communists to the 
extreme right, toward Facism and 
state control. The Communist 
seeks by every means to create a 
split in our society, to provoke 
class hatreds and intense conflict. 

If we adhere to our traditional 
American dream of a society of 
freedom, of individual rather than 
state responsibility, of individual 
and collective intelligence, and of 
civil rights rather than rigid civil 
controls, then we will have dis- 
proved the Communist theory of 
the inevitability of capitalist de- 
terioration.
